Notes to Financial Statements

Nature of Organization and Significant Accounting Policies

A. Organization and Purpose

The Broussard Economic Development Corporation (Organization) is a non-profit
corporation. The Organization’s purpose is fo serve the City of Broussard, Louisiana in long-
term economic growth, financial sustainability, and a meaningful quality of life. The
Organization has entered into a contractual agreement with the City of Broussard to provide
these services.

. Basis of Accounting

The financial statements of the Organization have been prepared on the accrual basis of
accounting in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of
America. Net assets and revenues, expenses, gains and losses are classified based on the
existence or absence of donor-imposed restrictions. Accordingly, net assets of the Organization
and changes therein are classified and reported as follows:

Net assets without donor restrictions — Net assets that are not subject to donor-imposed
stipulations.

Net assets with donor restrictions — Net assets subject to donor-imposed stipulations will
either (1) expire by incurring expenses satisfying the restricted purpose (purpose restricted),
and/or the passage of time or other events (time restricted), or (2) will never expire (perpetual
in nature). When a restriction expires, net assets with donor restrictions are reclassified to net
assets without donor resirictions and reported in the statement of activities as net assets released
from restrictions.

. Revenue and Expense Recognition

The Organization receives a grant from the City of Broussard and expends the grant funds
in accordance with the annual grant agreement established between the Broussard Chamber of
Commerce and the Organization. Grant revenue is recognized when received. Expenses are
recognized in the period incurred and in accordance with the accrual basis of accounting.

. Functional Expenses

Expenses are summarized and categorized based on their functional classification.

Expenses are readily identifiable to the Corporation’s single function and are charged directly
to that function.

Donated Services

A substantial number of volunteers have donated time to the Organization's program and
supporting services. No amounts have been included in the financial statements for donated
services since no objective basis is available to measure the value of such services.

F. Income Taxes

The Organization qualifies as a tax-exempt organization under Section 501(c) (3) of the
Internal Revenue Code, and therefore, has no provision for federal income taxes. Since the
Organization qualifies as an affiliate of a governmental unit, it is exempt from filing Form 990
Return of Organization Exempt from Income Tax as per Revenue Procedure 95-48.

G. Cash and Cash Equivalents

For purposes of the statements of cash flows, the Organization considers all instruments with
maturities of three months or less to be cash equivalents.

H. Advertising Costs

Advertising costs are charged to operations when incurred. Advertising expense was $33,054
and $25,400 for the years ended June 30, 2022 and 2021, respectively.

1.  Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with U.S. generally accepted
accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the
reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the
date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenditures during
the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estimates.

J. Reclassifications

For comparative purposes, certain accounts in the prior year financial statements have been
reclassified in order to conform to the presentation of the current year financial statements.

Liquidity and Availability of Financial Assets

The Organization’s financial assets available within one year for general expenditures use as June
30, 2022 and 2021 are as follows:

The Organization does not have any unsecured cash balances at June 30, 2022 and 2021,
respectively.
